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Under some constitutions and statutes, when it is deemed to be expedient, judges may exchange districts or hold court for or with 
each other.! The constitutionality of such statutes, wherever the administration of justice requires, has generally been upheld,” 
even where the constitution requires judges to be elected by the electors of their districts.> Such exchanges are valid, whether 
between courts adjudicating different fields of law,* judges of courts of the same territorial jurisdiction,” or courts of different 
governmental units.° However, a presiding judge would not be permitted to choose the judge with whom to exchange circuits in 


a matter in which the judge would be personally affected, such as a grand jury inquiry into the activities of the presiding judge.’
